FEARS LARGE DEFICIT 


Former Member of Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission Estimates Rail­ 
ways Will Run Behind From 
$500.00,000 to $800,000,000. 
Washington, July 3.—A letter has 
been addressed to several congress­ 
men by Charles A. Prouty, former 
m ember of the interstate com merce 
commission and Alow director of the 
division of accounting of the railroad 
adm inistration. 
Ale declares the railroads should be 
returned to their owners December 31. 
but the government should retain a 
certain degree of control for another 
year while the financial relations be­ 
tween the railroads and the govern­ 
ment are being adjusted. 
lie estim ated the deficit for this 
year, if the first three months be tak 
en as an index, will be from $500,OOO,- 
000 to $800,000,000. 
He puts forth the 
following suggestions: 
“ Hates to be fixed by the interstate 
com merce commission. 
Such rates to 
be absolute, with no right upon the 
part of the carrier to vary up or down. 
Fixing of Divisions. 
“State rates to be fixed by the In­ 
terstate com merce commission in col­ 
laboration with the state commission. 
or perhaps by the state commission 
with the right of appeal to the Inter­ 
state commerce commission. 
“The interstate commerce com m is­ 
sion shall have power to fix divisions 
and also to approve agreem ents for 
the ro ilin g of traffic and the division 
of earnings from competitive traffic, 
but not until after full hearing upon 
notice to all interested parties, includ­ 
ing the general public. 
"The railroads should be self sup 
porting. 
To this end congress should 
instruct the interstate commerce com­ 
mission to establish such reasonable 
rates as will yield a fair return upon 
th e value for the rate making pur­ 
poses which it establishes. 
Return Not Prescribed. 
“The amount of this return ought 
not to be prescribed. 
In the nature 
of things, it cannot be the same upon 
th e value of all carriers. 
The rates 
should produce an adequate return 
upon the average value affected by 
them, 
“The value upon which this return 
should be allowed is 
that 
value 
the 
commission is now fixing under the 
valuation act of I HI3. 
“Congress should provide that no 
carrier shall pay to its security hold­ 
ers out of its net o p e r a t i n g income in 
any year more than a certain per cent 
upon the rateniaking value fixed by 
th** commission. 
"The carrier should he allowed to 
pay to the owners of Its securities 
which represent its carrier property. 
say 6 per cent upon 
its 
ratem aking 
value as determined by the commis 
rto!.**

HORSES IN ANCIEN* BATTLE 


Seem to Have Been Little Used Except 
to Carry the Infantry Into 
the Fight. 


Tn the old days when the Roman* 
«n<l Greeks fought furious butties, the 
charioteers drove 
their cars In nil 
directions, hurled their Javelins, and 
by 
the 
din 
and 
clatter 
of horse* 
and 
wheels 
commonly 
threw 
the 
ranks of tho 
enemy 
Into disorder, 
and. making their way among the 
squadrons 
of 
the 
enemy’s 
cavalry. 
I capel I down from their chariots and 
fought on foot. 
The charioteers then 
withdrew, little by little, from the fight, 
ami placed their chariots In such a way 
that 
lf 
they 
were 
hard 
pressed 
they could readily retreat to their ow n 
side. Thus in battle they afforded the 
mobility of cavalry with tile steadi­ 
ness of infantry. 
Dally practice en­ 
abled them to pull up their horses at 
full speed when on a steep sl »pe. or 
to run out on tile pole and stand on 
the yoke, and to get ninthly back Into 
the chariot. 
With the Introduction 
of cavalry 
In the later Iron age came larger 
horses, hut their use for this vur- 
pose seems to have been re trifled 
to isolated areas. 
There Is no ,b uht 
that 
the 
west 
German 
tribes, a* 
late as the campaign of Caesar In 
Gaul, used only the shaggy «**n>. 
It 
is said In cavalry actions they held It 
disgraceful and slothful to use any 
kind of saddle, and Instead of charg­ 
ing In squadrons they dismounted and 
fought on foot. 
As far as England Is 
concern s!, the art of riding seems to 
have been Introduced by the Normans. 
The Saxons appear to have been hut 
indifferent horsemen.

“Meats in Storage” 


Every working day of the year 75,000,000 pounds 
of meat are required to supply home and export needs 
—and only IO per cent of this is exported. 


These facts must be kept in mind when consid­ 
ering the U. S. Bureau of Markets report that on 
June I, 1919, there were 1,348,000,000 pounds of 
meats in cold storage.

placed on the market it would only be 20 days* supply. 
This meat is not artificially withheld from trade 
channels to maintain or advance prices. 


Meats in storage consist of— 


65 per cent (approximate) hams, bacon, etc., in 
process of curing. 
It takes 30 to 90 days in 
pickle or salt to complete the process. 


IO per cent is frozen pork that is to be cured 
later in the year. 


6 per cent is lard. 
This is only four-fifths of a 
pound per capita, and much of it will have 
to go to supply European needs. 


19 per cent is 
frozen beef and 
lamb, part of 
which is owned by the Government and was 
intended chiefly for over-seas shipment. 
If 
this were all diverted to domestic trade chan­ 
nels, it would be only I l,i lbs. per capita—a 
3 days’ supply.

From this it will be seen that “meats in 
storage” represent merely unfinished goods in pro­ 
cess of curing and the working supply necessary to 
assure the consumer a steady flow of finished product.
